POST  .AGE. 

Several  of  our  suliscrihers  who  hare  reqiiest- 
mI  their  pa|>ers  to  be  stup|ic>l  at  the  end  of  the 
volume  have  subjected  us  to  postage  on  their 
letters,  from  one  to  two  shillings  each.  Now 
this  is  hard  f>r  us,  and  wrong  in  itself.  Post¬ 
masters  will  always  give  notice  to  publishers 
of  papers,  when  subscribers  receiving  them  at 
their  ofiieo  request  a  discontinuance,  without 
any  expense  of  postage,  and  in  general,  -will 
also  cominunicaie  the  n;unes  of  new  subscri¬ 
bers.  But  even  if  they  would  not,  it  is  n'rong 
to  tax  us  with  notices  of  discontinuances — it 
subtracts  eonsiilerahle  of  a  sum  from  the  amouiii 
we  receive  fiir  their  subscription  on  the  year, 
(in  case  they  had  paid,)— it  is  hut  a  small  sum 
to  tile  indieiduab,  but  to  us  the  aggregate  is 
great,  and  would  amount,  (if  we  had  postage 
to  pay  on  all  letters  we  ro<ri;ive,)  to  from  one 
to  five  dollars  per  daif.  We  are  willing  to  pay 
postage  for  long  lists  of  new  and  good  subscri¬ 
bers,  or  for  large  remittances  from  agents.  But 
to  pay  postige  fiir  the  withdrawal  of  subscri¬ 
bers  is  doubly  hard.  Those  too  who  send  re¬ 
mittances  should  recollect  that  the  postage  on 
letters  containing  a  $1  bill,  is  just  as  much  as  it 
is  on  those  containing  a  $*20  bill,  and  always 
doeMe  to  what  it  would  be  if  it  contained  no 
•aalosuro.  Letters  that  are  charged  only  eingU 


postage  at  other  offices  when  niailed,  are  fre¬ 
quently  charged  do'J/U  or  (re/de  postage  on  ar¬ 
riving  at  the  Post  OlRce  in  this  city,  and  being 
discovered  to  contain  one  or  more  bank  notes. 
VV'e  last  week  received  u  letter  enclosing  twen- 
ly-five  cents  in  silver— ten  cents  postage  was 
paid  where  it  Was  mailed,  and  ten  more  at  this 
office,  so  that  twenty  cents  postage  was  paid 
on  twenty-five  cents  ;  and  had  the  distance 
been  over  ftur  hundred  miles,  the  postage  on 
the  letter  (enclosing  the  twenty-five  cents) 
would  have  been  fitly  rents.  S.

He  says  that,  in  future,  he  shall 
address  his  minUtering  brethren  by  the  title  of 
Ev.”  (Evangelist,  i.  e.  one  who  preaches 
glad  tidings)  instead  of  ”  Rev.** — anti  wishes 
all  who  address  Aim  to  use  either  Ee.  or  no 
title  at  all. 

Fur  myself  I  have  also  long  had  an  aversion 
le  the  title  of  Reverend,  Right  Reverend,  &c., 
but  liaVo  very  little  choice  in  any,  save  those 
which  are  the  most  appropriate,  at  the  head  of 
which  1  adinll  Ev.  to  stand.  Hence  I  will  an¬ 
swer  to  Reverend,  Evangelist,  Priest,  Parson, 
Elder,  or  Dominie,  in  turn — hut  prefer  the 
omission  of  tliein,  or  the  title  of  Friend  or  Broth¬ 
er  to  tlie  wlnde  of  them.  If  people  must  give  us 
some  mark  of  distinction,  and  have  some  mark 
by  which  to  know  their  preachers  from  lay¬ 
men,  why  would  not  Min.  (f<>r  Minister.)  or 
Pr.  (for  Preacher,)  do  as  well  ns  any— they 
Would  be  as  correct,  and  are  less  sanctified  in 
the  eyes  of  the  multitude  than  either  Eravgel- 
ist,  (a  term  never  applied,  by  common  us:ige, 
to  any  but  the  finir  ajmstles,)  or  Rceerend. — 
However,  every  man  to  his  liking,  and  I  shall 
grant  Br.  Thomas’  request  by  dnhbing  him 
“  Ee."  when  any  title  other  than  Br.  is  neces¬ 
sary.  G.

THE  MIrmiODMT  EPISCOPAL.  CHURCH. 

An  important  law  de<‘isinn  in  relation  to  this 
.denomination  has  l.ately  boon  made,  which  we 
hitherto  have  forgotten  to  notice.  All  land.*, 
meci:ng-h.>uj«s,  Sij-.  arocted  by  this  people  are 
.secured  by  deial  to  the  ”  General  Conference  of 
the  Mellmdist  Episcopal  chun-h  in  the  United 
States,”  and  it  is  expre.ssly  provided  that  no 
preacher,  unless  licensed  or  anthoriKed  by  tliat 
Conference,  or  by  Ecclesiastical  lualies  in  fel¬ 
lowship  with  th.at  Conference,  shall  be  permitted 
to  preach  in  any  meeting-house  belonging  tit  the 
order.  This,  we  remember  perfectly,  is  the  pur¬ 
port  ofthe  deed  for  the  Methodist  meetinv-hitu.se 
and  lot  of  ground  in  Marietta,  Pa.  Tho  whole 
society— every  man  who  paid  one  cent  towanl 
the  purchase  of  the  lot  or  the  erection  of  the 
lititlding — even  tho  gentlemen  who  are  named 
in  the  deed  as  Trustees  fi>r  the  General  Con¬ 
ference — may  all  leave  the  MetluMlists,  and 
unitedly  join  some  other  denomination,  the 
house  will  still  belong  to  the  Conference,  and 
no  one  of  its  builders  dure  preach  in  it  unless 
authorized  as  afitressid  1 

But' this  chain  of  despotism — this  plan  for 
amassing  power  and  wealth  has  been  broken, 
and  the  collected  mass  scattered  to  its  original 
source,  the  people.  We  say  this  has  been  done — 
we  mean  in  Pennsylvania— where  the  Supremo 
Court  of  the  Western  District  has  decided  that 
those  who  paid  the  money  were  the  rightful 


owners  of  the  houses  and  lands,  and  were  en¬ 
titled  to  the  control  of  them,  in  despite  of  the 
Bishops  and  Gcnend  Conference.  This  deci¬ 
sion  certaiidy  commences  a  new  era  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Methodism  in  that  Slate — not  a  few 
houses  wilt  change  occupants. 

The  house  in  Marietta,  Pa.,  if  we  mi.stake 
not,  is  princi|ially  owned,  under  this  decision, 
by  a  gentleman  who  is  not  now  a  Methodist, 
altiniugh  he  was  one  at  the  time  the  hun.se  was 
hnilt.  Nor  is  this  tho  s<ilitury  instance — othera 
might  be  pointed  out  of  the  same  kind,  w'here 
honest  men  will  get  their  own  back  again.  G.
